DR. W. P, HEATH DIES, PIONEER 
IN DEVELOPING COCA-COLA 


ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 1 (AP)— 
Dr. William Pratt Heath, a pio- 
neer chemist in the development 
of Coca-Cola, died today after an 
iliness of two weeks. He was 75 
years old. 

He was one of the few men 
who knew the ‘secret Coca-Cola 
formula. He retired in 1949. 

Dr. Heath was born in Roswell, 
Ga. He was graduated as a chem- 
ical engineer from Georgia Tech, 
and became a chemist with the 
old Pratt Laboratories here. He 
was the founder of the Crystal 
Carbonic Co., manufacturers of 
the carbonic gas essential in the 
early development of Coca-Cola. 
The Coca-Cola Co. absorbed his 
company in 1919, and he became 
a vice president of Coca-Cola in 
charge of quality control.

Unlimited Appropriations. 

The measure authorizes the 
appropriation of any sum of 
money needed. There were no 
immediate cost estimates, official

To help the states with their 
share, the Federal Government 
would enter into a dollar-for-dol- 
lar matching arrangement on cer- 
tain projects. These would in- 
clude, although not be limited to, 
the procurement, construction, 
leasing or renovating of materials 
and facilities to prepare for or 
meet enemy attacks. 

But no federal contributions 
would be made for paying state 
or local personnel, administra- 
tive expenses, or for items of per- 
sonal equipment. 

The financial contribution to 
the states would be determined 
on the basis of the ratio to which 
the urban population of “critical 
target areas” in each state bears 
to the total urban population of 
all such areas. The administrator 
would determine these critical 
target areas. 

Restriction on State Aid. 
Federal grants could be with- 
drawn if the state failed to live 
up to the regulations prescribed 
by the administrator, or failed to 
match the proffered aid. 

In the event of a presidential 
declaration of an emergency fol- 
lowing enemy attack, the bill 
would authorize the President ‘to 
take over unspent funds of any 
other federal agencies. The Pres- 
ident also could direct these agen- 
cies to-provide their personnel, 
materials and facilities to the ad- 
ministrator or to the states. 

The states would be authorized 
to set up their own civil defense 
units. which would be known col- 
lectively as the United States Civil

the United Nations; false- pride 
and face-saving tendencies which 
close the door to open-minded 
and effective negotiation: com- 
placency which comes with in- 
creasing military strength; against 
‘making our economy so depend- 
ent upon military production as 
to give the impression that we 
are unprepared to recognize the 
importance of economic health 
throughout the world: prejudice 
which refuses to see the evils in 
a situation which is predomi- 
nantly good and thus deserving of 
support; and impatience in seek- 
ing a sound conclusion of the

100 Per Cent War Production.

They would all start concen- 
trating 100 per cent on the pro- 
duction of war stores and would 
introduce rationing of all con- 
sumer and nonessential goods.

Anyone who doubts this needs 
only to consider the broad ten- 
dencies already manifested in the 
anguished meetings of: the Na- 
tional Security Council. Although 
the President was dissuaded from 
doing the job the simple way, it is 
deeply significant, for instance, 
that the early drafts of Secretary 
of State Dean G. Acheson’s sol- 
emn speech to the nation actually 
contained something very like a 
Conditional declaration of war, 
with the scope of the war left 
undefined.

This decision, if ever it must be made, should 
follow consultation with the members of the 
United Nations who are supporting current re- 
sistance to aggression in the Far East. 

True, the President indicated that the tactical 
decision of just when, where and how to use 
the bomb would be left to the military com- 
mander. But first there would have to be the 
policy decision on whether tg use it at all; and 
this decision is reserved for the highest level 
of authority. 

All in all, it may have a salutary effect on 
the North Koreans, the Chinese Communists 
and their masters in the Kremlin to be re- 
minded that we have not forgotten the atomic 
bomb. It is to be hoped that they will appre- 
ciate the motives which have kept it under lock 
and key, subject to use only on the direct order 
of the President himself. 

If ‘Mr. Truman was somewhat vague about 
the bomb, he was absolutely clear about our 
purpose in Korea. We are there under the U.N. 
banner “to put down an aggression that threatens 
not only the whole fabric of the United Nations, 
but all human hopes of peace and justice. ... 
We have committed ourselves to the cause of a 
just and peaceful world order through the 
United Nations.

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More Spending, Less Taxes 

With President Truman about to ask for in- 
creaséd military spending as a result of the 
Chinese intervention in Korea, it seems a little 
incongruous for the House Ways and Means 
Committee to bring in an excess profits tax bill 
which cuts requested revenue by 15 per cent.

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Interlude at Paris 

The French cabinet crisis could hardly have 
come at a more inopportune time. With the 
world on the brink of general war in Korea, 
French defeats in Indochina mounting, and the 
Schuman plan and German rearmament still 
hanging fire, the Paris government is tottering 
because of a purely political storm surrounding 
Defense Minister Jules Moch. 

For years Moch has been an unpopular man 
in France, with persons other than his fellow 
Socialists at least. The strong-arm methods he 
used in dealing with strikes when he was a 
member of a previous government made him 
many enemies and few friends. More recently 
he and Foreign Minister Schuman have been at 
odds over the role German troops should play 
in the defense of Western Europe. 

Consequently, the vote in the National As- 


‘sembly looks more like a vote against Moch 


personally than against the cabinet or its poli- 
cies. And if so, the government crisis may not 
prove to be too serious a matter. For if the 
Socialists will only agree to dropping Moch, 
Premier Pleven may find he can comply with 
President Auriol’s request to keep the cabinet 
in office. And he should be able to do it with 
the speed the times demand. 

The continuing determination of French poli- 
ticians to go on playing politics at all costs may 
be discouraging to France’s allies.

Dealing With Little Men 


Politicians who bewail “the loss of 
China” or who demand that we, single- 
handed, ‘“‘stem the tide in Asia” are men 
for the most part ignorant of the lessons 
of history and the clamorous power behind’ 
that Wilsonian phrase, “the self-determi- 
nation of peoples.” 

It is perhaps Mr. Acheson’s misfortune 
that in dealing with little men he has not 
often enough concerned himself with the 
limits of their mental horizons. For the 
first time in a decade this country is 
blessed with a Secretary of State who can 
see our times and our destiny with the 
perspective of history. 


Undoubtedly the Department of State 
has madé mistakes in seeking the perilous 
path to peace. But at least its viewpoint 
has had breadth and depth,.has encom- 
passed something of the grandeur of the 
American destiny, has kept in mind the 
goodness and simplicity that mark the best 
and truest of our national hopes. 

“We speak for people,” Mr. Acheson told 
the General Assembly, “whose deep con- 
cern is whether the children are well or 
sick, whether there is enough food, wheth- 
er the roof leaks, whether there will be 
peace ...a moral peace, so that the spirit 
of man may be free, and the barriers be- 


tween the hearts and minds of men may 
drop away and leave men free to unite in 
brotherhood.” 


Thus was the American vision nobly de- 
tailed for the world, by an American 
spokesman at a time when President Tru- 
man’s political foes were yapping at the 
heels of their Communist bogies. 
_And what did President Truman’s po 
litical friends say of the man and his mes- 
sage? It would be pleasant to recall that 
at least one Democratic office-seeker cam- 
paigned on’the theory that in Dean Ache- 
son -_ Democratic party had its noblest 
asset. 


The Backwash of Spite 


To our knowledge, and we should be 
happy to stand corrected, not one cam- 
paigner spoke of Dean Acheson as the 
asset he is. Not one pointed out the solid 
achievements of our foreign policy in five 
terrible years. Not one defended the man 
and his works against a backWash of spite 
and untruth. 

Not one Democrat seems to have re- 
minded us that China has never been ours, 
to lose or gain; that the Marshall plan, 
sparked by Dean Acheson and bearing the 
name of his friend, former chief and pres- 
ent colleague, is perhaps the greatest ex- 
ample of generous self-interest the world 
has ever seen; that the Atlantic pact, the 
decision to aid Korea, the hopeful begin- 
ning toward help for Asian independence, 
are all the products of a State Department 
which can see the world in the round. 

Not only did these wavering and apolo- 
getic Democrats who all but lost their con- 
gressional majority fail to boast of these 
things; those of them who did win through 
are now holding angry and anxious debates 
about whether Mr. Aches6n must be sacri- 
ficed'in the interests of “harmony.” 

The country and the Democratic party 
are fortunate in the fact that. the party 
head is both more courageous and more 
stubborn than his followers. 


Will Mr. Truman Speak? 


It is time fcr Mr. Truman to ask his 
party, and those Republicans still scream- 
ing shrilly for Acheson’s head, what sort 
of cringing eunuch would satisfy them as 
the voice of this country’s foreign policy. 
Apparently he should be a man who never 
in his life has expressed an independent 
opinion and who never in his life expects 
to say more than a submissive “Yes, sir,” 
to the watchdog of a congressional com- 
mittee. 

Dean Acheson of course is not that man, 
and we cannot believe that the average 
American, who voted this year out of a 
sense of frustration and concern only dim- 
ly expressed, wants that kind of man. It 
is our hope that President Truman will 
stand firmly behind the best appointment 
he ever made and trust to time and the 
slow maturing of events to justify him in 
the eyes of the nation and the world. 

Hard as his role will be for the next two 
years, it will be a tragedy of great magni- 
tude if Dean Acheson is forced, or per- 
suaded, or permitted, to retire.

HYMNS IN CHRISTIAN WORSHIP, by H. A. L. Jef- 
ferson. (MacMillen Co., 282 pgs., $3.50.) 


The author develops the premise that 
hymn singing is an act of worship, that 
“it is not a theological discourse uttered 
in rhyme, nor ... a jingle pleasing to 
the ear” but “an expression of adoration, 
praise, supplication, or mystic com- 
munion.” 


Hymns are not generally classed as 
“popular songs,” especially since choir 
practice has ceased to be almost the sole 
recreation of smaller communities. How- 
ever. the widespread popularity of hymn 
singing is evident in the growing inclu- 
sion of them on radio programs, at secu- 
lar gatherings, and in army camp pro- 
grams as well as among church groups. 
They are currently even beginning to show 
up in juke boxes. This can be explained 
mainly by the fact that hymns fill a defi- 
nite need for spiritual direction that is 

felt by all men 
whether or not they 
are conscious of re- 
ligious attitudes. 
Many of the 
earliest, as well as 
the recent hymns, 
contain sound ideas 
compatible with the 
most intelligent phi- 
losophies and liter- 
ary standards. At 
times acceptable mu- 
sic is all that has 
kept alive inferior 
oo and, — 
. versely, some _ ad- 
: Martin Luther mirable lyrics have 
become associated with tunes that violate 
all concepts of true worship. All have 
their adherents and must be judged ac- 
cording to the needs of the individuals. 

Too many books on hymnology are 
either encyclopedias of dull facts or brief 
collections of anecdotes. Here is a volume 
telling of the part that Martin Luther, 
Isaac Watts, ‘the brothers Wesley and 
others played in the rise of congregational 
singing, that is at once a valuable resource 
book and interesting reading.

The MacArthur Policy. 


The outlines of the Truman- 
Acheson policy are fairly clear. 
The objective has been to try to 
build a co-operative relationship 
with Asian peoples seeking to 
establish independent govern- 
ments. The goal was to win them 
to the side of the West by per- 
suasion, assistance, support and 
the propaganda of free associa- 
tion as opposed to the threats, 
intimidation and ruthless new 
colonialism of Russian Commu- | 
nism. 

The opposing policy might, for 
lack of a better des on, be 
called the MacArthur policy. 
While Gen. MacArthur himself 
has not always articulated it, his 
friends and admirers have done 
this for him. The most persistent | 
advocate of the MacArthur policy 
is Senator William F. Knowland 
of California. 

At the base of the MacArthur 
policy is the belief that power 
and prestige are of the first im- 
portant in the Orient. The Orien- 
tal will follow the symbols of 


Manchuria. MacArthur, the com- 
mander in the field, has insisted. 
that he could not stop at such a 
line. The President sided with 
MacArthur on all but the ulti- 
mate point of attacking Chinese 
Communist concentrations inside. 
Communist China. 

The result of veering between 
one course and another course 
has been maximum confusion and 
uncertainty. Whether the pres- 
ent disaster might have been 
averted by caution we shall. never 
know. 

The removal of Acheson would 
perhaps temporarily end the 
clamor. But anyone else who 
tried to carry out the Truman- 
Acheson foreign policy would 
almost certainly be faced with 
the same attack. To switch the 
policy would be something else 
again. At the present moment, 
it looks as though a switch could 
only be to -all-out war against 
Communism everywhere.

Toledo Mayor Organized City’s Labor Me-

TOLEDO, O., Dec. 1 (AP)— 
President Truman selected a hu- 
man dynamo when he picked 
Toledo’s Mayor Michael V. Di- 
Salle yesterday to be federal Di- 
rector of Price Stabilization at a 
salary of $16,000 a year. 

The 42-year-old Mayor is a 
quiet-spoken, rotund little man 
whose great energy is masked 
behind a modest, disarming mein. 
One must look at his amazing 
record of accomplishment to be- 
come aware of the vast reservoir 
of energy he draws on daily to 
function efficiently in his many 
activities. 

Nationally, he probably is best 
known as the organizer (in 1945) 
and chairman of the Labor-Man- 
agement-Citizens Committee, a 


Toledo industrial dispute media- 
tion medium, which has become 
the model for similar setups in 
various parts of the country. 

Fifth Term in City Council. 

DiSalle was born in New York 
City, Jan 6, 1908, but came to 
Toledo when he was three. He is 
married and the father of four 
daughters and one son. He was 
educated in Toledo public and 
parochial schools and obtained 
his law degree from Georgetown 
University, Washington, D.C. 

He served in the Ohio Legis- 
lature, in 1937-38 and was counsel 
for the Home Owners Loan Cor- 
poration and assistant city law 
director here. Last year he was 
elected to his fifth term in city 
council and was vice mayor be- 
fore being named mayor as well 
as council member. 

He ran unsugcessfully for the 
United States House of Represent- 
atives in 1946. He sought the 
Democratic nomination to the 
United States Senate in the May 
2 primary this year, but lost to 
Joseph T. Ferguson, who subse- 
quently was beaten by Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio. 

DiSalle played a leading role 
in organizing the Ohio Associa- 
tion of Municipalities and was 
elected its first president in Feb- 
ruary 1949. 

He is chairman of the advisory 
board of the United States Con- 
ference of Mayors and last year 
was one of four United States 
Mayors who were delegates to 
the International Union of Cities 
meeting in Geneva, Switzerland. 

Before the crucial postwar elec: 
tion in Italy, he organized a let- 
ter-writing campaign here in 
which Americans of Italian ex- 
traction wrote to relatives in that 
country urging them to support 
democracy. His parents were 
born in Italy. The DiSalle family, 
however, is of French origin.

Discusses Lower Courts. 
Discussing traffic, municipal, 
probate and magistrate courts and 
others of limited jurisdiction, 
Judge Hyde said: “The youth of 
our state, the foreign-born and 
the many citizens of smaller 
means get their first impression 
and often their only impression 
of our whole judicial system from 
these courts. 

“This moulds their views of the 
administration of justice. They 
judge all government—state and 
national—by what they see there. . 
That is why we must strengthen 
these courts, see that they are 
conducted with dignity and deal 
out justice fairly.” 

Judge Hyde, describing the 
state’s jury laws as “complicated 
and antiquated,” said Missouri 
has never availed itself of mode 
ern provisions for alternate 
jurors, preventing the expense 
and delay of another trial in case 
of illness of one juror. 

“The statutory qualifications of 
jurors vary greatly for various 
parts of the state, particularly be- 
tween cities of different size,” the 
speaker said. 

Urges Jury Service Changes. 

“Our statutory exemptions from 
jurvservice have very little basis 
in logic or reason but apparently 
have depended more on the lob- 
bying power of various groups. 
The whole matter of jury qualiti- 
cations and exemptions should be 
reconsidered, revised-and simpli- 
fied.” 

A retirement system is necés- 
sary to attract attorneys of oufe- 
standing ability to accept appoint- 
ment to the bench, Judge Hyde 
declared. He pointed out recent 
examples in which highly-qualle 
fied lawyers declined to have 
themselves considered for vacat- 
cies because of the financial 108s 
involved,

Basin Plan Put at $660,000,000 


Production Expected to Increase 30 Pct. a 
Year— Cost of Project Pending in 
Congress Totals $8,500,000,000.

NORTH PLATTE, Nebr., Dec. 
1—Agricultural production in the 
Missouri river basin would be in- 


creased by $660,000,000 annually 
under the pending Agriculture 
Department plan for the valley, 
the Missouri Basin Interagency 
Committee was told here today. 

This statement was made by 
Gladwin E. Young, agriculture’s 
representative on Interagency 
and chairman of that committee. 
It amounted, in effect, to a call 
for approval of the plan by Con- 
gress. A House committee 
started hearings on the plan last 
August and has announced the 
intention of continuing them in

is need for co-ordinate authoriza- 
tion, planning and development. 
Until this need is met the full 
benefits of basin developments 
cannot be achieved.” 

Production of crop and pasture 
lands in the basin, which extends 
from St. Louis to the Continental 
Divide, is expected to be in- 
creased 30 per cent by application 


of the proposed program, Young 
related. Major items of increase 
included in this over-all total 
would be 110 per cent in hay 
production and 55 per cent in 
livestock grazing capacity. 

Based on the foregoing esti- 
mate, Young said the $660,000,000 
annual increase in production 
would result, if 1949 price levels 
were used, or $361,000,000 under 
the “more conservative” prices of 
1939-44. He added that a 30 per 
cent production increase within 
the Missouri basin was equivalent 
to only 4 or 5 per cent nation- 
ally. 

Incidentally, he pointed out 
that the 30 per cent increase esti- 
mate was derived only from the 


Pick-Sloan part of the basin pro- 
gram. He said complete informa- 
tion was not available with re- 
spect to the effect of the latter 
but it was indicated that the new 
irrigation now contemplated by 
the plan would increase crop and 


4 forage output by 12 per cent. 


Loss by Inundation. 


In contrast, Young stated that 
inundation of the reservoir areas 
for approximately 150 dams which 
would be built under the Inter- 


agency plan would cut present 
crop and forage production by

Young faced the fact that In- 
teragency members and others 
had questioned the need of in- 
s;creasing agricultural output.

Out- 
side the basin, he declared, the 
anticipated increase in national 
population will call for greatly

Young said there was basis for 
varying estimates that the popula- 
tion of the country, now somewhat 
more than 150,000,000, might in- 
crease anywhere from 16 to 25 
per cent in the next quarter- 
century.

HAVING LATELY BEEN made a member of 
the International Mark Twain Society, and even 
more lately persuaded, against my better judgment, 
to address a birthday luncheon in honor of the 
master, I have been delving into his life and times. 
With the source material at hand I have discovered 
nothing which would be new to the Mark Twain 
scholar, yet many things which I did not know 
before. There may be something fresh in the 
interpretation of these things, however, when they 
fall within a special field of interest. Samuel 
Clemens, as anyone who has read the autobiog- 
raphy or any of the biographies knows, started his 
professional career as a printer’s devil when he 
was about 13, and followed the trade of printer 
until he was 21. Thereafter he became a river 
pilot, and although this phase of his career lasted 
but a few years, it gave him a knowledge of the 
river and of people which enriched all of his 


writing.

THIS LETTER of which I speak tells of one of 
the most remarkable sea voyages that has ever 
been made. On the morning of May 3. some 4000 
miles southeast of Honolulu, the clipper ship 
Hornet caught fire and burned. Three boats were 
launched with all members of the crew, although 
all were poorly provisioned because of the speed 
with which the ship had to be abandoned. Forty- 
four days and 4000 miles later, the longboat in 
which were the captain, third mate, two passengers 
and 11 seamen, drifted ashore on the island of 
Hawaii. All were alive and survived the long 
ordeal of starvation and exposure, although no 
word was ever heard from the other two boats.

High Style in High Comedy 


Tt is a joy to hear consistently witty and biting dialogue 
©n the screen, spoken by actors who use the lines to color and 
shape their performances so they emerge as vivid, full-blown 
persons. Anyone can share this delight by dropping in on 

, “ALL ABOUT EVE,” at the AMBASSADOR 
THEATER. It is a trenchant, brilliant contri- 
bution to satire by Joseph L. Mankiewicz, the 
director-writer who has firmly established 
himself as one of Hollywood’s foremost fig- 
ures with this, last year’s “A Letter to Three 
Wives,” and the current “No Way Out.” Mr. 
Mankiewicz examines the theatrical world of 

Broadway—upper crust theater—in all its sentimentality, cyni- 
cism, glitter, honest talent and jungle savagery, and emerges 
with a far more striking picture than any Broadway has ever 
drawn of Hollywood. It is caustic, sardonic, and clever, but 
never overdrawn. It skirts close enough to reality to under- 
score the pungency of its lines and its people. 

The story of the seemingly innocent little girl who claws 
her way to success and steals her women friends’ men, or tries 
to, is an old one—we recently had an example in Joan Fontaine’s 
“Born to Be Bad.” But it has seldom, if ever, been done with 
more adroitness, searing ruthlessness or perception than here. 
It isn’t how new your idea is, but the way you tell it, as Bill 

‘ Shakespeare used to say. Mankiewicz has dressed his in high- 
comedy style, without the mannered self-consciousness of much 
high comedy. He has elicited from his actors performances as 
brilliantly penetrating as his dialogue.

Betty Davis, who had been fading badly lately, comes 
back with a triumphant performance, her best since “Of 
Human Bondage,” as the flamboyant, excessively emotional 
reigning actress who feels her age and is worried about slip- 
ping (she’s givem a break as being only 40, which actually 
Wouldn't be too much cause for alarm as most of our great 
feminine stage stars today are on the other side of 50).

Hugh Marlowe as a playwright, 
Celeste Holm as his wife, Gary Merrill as a director, Thelma 
Ritter as a maid, Gregory Ratoff as a producer, all give 
sharply etched portrayals.

“AMERICAN GUERRILLA IN THE PHILIPPINES,” at 
the FOX represents a swing in war films away from the grim

This rather rambling and curiously in- 
conclusive effort in Technicolor has Tyrone 
Power as a PT boat ensign (stranded on a 
beach when his boat is sunk) who operates 
for three years on Leyte during the Jap 
occupation as a radio-intelligence link with 
MacArthur’s headquarters. There are some details of 
interest, taken from Ira Wolfert’s book,- on guerrilla 
actfvities—how they turned out home-made money, guns and 
radios, charted mine fields and reported Jap shipping move- 
ments, how their mission was to gather intelligence rather 
than to kill Japs. But these are disposed of as briefly as pos- 
sible, and then, as if in relief over a dull duty done, the film 
. returns eagerly to the romance. 

This involves Micheline Prelle, Twentieth Century's 
French import, as the wife of a planter and patriot. Seems 
that, in his peregrinations over Leyte, Tyrone is always 
bumping into Micheline. The Japs eventually kill her hus- 
band, regrettably but conveniently for the course of true love, 
and one tropical night, she melts into Tyrone’s arms. We 
wind up with a fight in which the guerrillas use a church as 
a bastion and mow down the Japs like ten pins, until at the 
crucial point American planes fly overhead, American naval 
guns are heard in the distance, and the Japs, not being able to 
.spare the few minutes more to finish off the guerrillas, flee 
in terror. The next scene has Gen. MacArthur parading in 
triumph down the village street with his troops, giving us the 
impression that his campaign to retake the Philippines was 
just a merry little romp. 

, The film is hobbled by lack of a strong story line, or any 
truly dramatic build-up. With nothing really to get hold of, 
the performances of the principals are undistinguished. For 
an actress who has shown sensitivity and depth in the past, 
Miss Prelle especially is exceedingly lack-luster.

Problems

HAT everyday problem of 
T planning, buying and prepar- 

ing food for the table has al- 
ways called for intelligence and 
diligence. To feed a family ade- 
quately, offering foods which will 
be liked and eaten and those that 
are essential for health, is never 
a simple matter. 

Today, with rising prices and 
inelastic food budgets, it is more 
difficult. This situation is bound 
to exist for a long time. While 
both purse and pantry will be 


, Pinched, great efficiency of both 


farm and food industries will part- 
ly offset the increase of cost of 
producing and distributing foods. 


Cheese and butter will not rise 
as rapidly as other foods. This 
is in spite of the fact that a new 
milk price for farmers has been 
set by the Federal Market Ad- 
ministrator. This has meant that 
market milk delivered to the con- 
sumer or sold to stores is now 
costing more. One bright spot, 
which may help hold the price is 
the bumper crop of grains which 
can be sold at a low price and 
therefore increase both milk and 
meat production. 


Special Casserole. 


Six tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine, four tablespoons finely- 
chopped onion, two tablespoons 
finely chopped green pepper, one 
four-ounce can mushroom pieces, 
well drained; one jar (342-ounce) 
chipped beef, three tablespoons 
flour, dash of pepper, three cups 
evaporated milk, one-fourth pound 
American cheese, shrédded (about 
one cup); one pimiento, finely 
chopped; three cups cooked rice, 
one-half cup soft bread crumbs, 
one tablespoon melted butter or 
margarine. 

Melt four tablespoons butter or 
margarine in skillet. Add onion, 
green pepper, mushrooms and 
chipped beef. Saute until light 
golden brown. Melt two table- 
spoons butter or margarine in 
saucepan. Remove from heat and 
blend in flour and pepper. ‘&tir 
in evaporated milk gradually and 
cook over low heat until thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. Add 
cheese and continue to stir until 
melted. Combine pimiento, rice, 
chipped beef mixture and cheese 
sauce. Pour into greased one and 
one-half quart casserole. Mix 
bread crumbs with one table- 
spoon melted butter or margarine. 
Sprinkle over top of mixture. 
Bake in moderate oven (350 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) until top is 
golden brown, about 30 minutes. 
Serve hot. Yield: Eight servings. 


Macaroni and Cheese Souffle. 


One-third cup uncooked elbow 
macaroni or one cup cooked chop- 
ped macaroni, two tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine, three tablespoons 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon dry mustard, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, one cup 
milk, one and one-half pound 
package cheese, shredded; four 
egg yolks, four egg whites, stiffly 
beaten. 

Cook macaroni according to di- 
rections on package. Drain and 
chop into small pieces. Melt but- 
ter or margarine in saucepan. Re- 
move from heat. Combine flour, 
salt, mustard and pepper and 
blend into melted fat. Stir in 
milk slowly. Cook over medium 
heat, stirring constantly, until 
mixture thickens. Gradually add 
cheese and continue to cook and 
stir until cheese is melted. Re- 
move from heat. Mix with maca- 
roni. Beat egg yolks. until 
thick and fold into cheese 
mixture. Fold mixture into 
beaten egg whites. Pour into 
one and one-half quart cas- 
serole. Set casserole in pan of 
hot water, to depth of one inch, 
and bake in slow oven (325 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) until top is 
lightly browned about one and 
one-fourth ‘fo one and one-half 
hours. Serve immediately. Yield: 
Six servings.

TO FULFILL YOUR RESPONSIBILITY AS A LEADER OR CLUB OFFICER, 
YOU MUST BE ABLE TO STAND UP AND TALK WELL! 


OES the clammy chill of stage 

fright grip you when you even 

think of talking to an audi- 
ence of any size? Everybody, 
even the mdést adept speakers, 
experience that same feeling to 
some degree each time they face 
an audience. 


Attacks of stage fright are not 
confined to speakers and actors, 
either. The same sensations of 
fear and desperation grip many 
people when they meet strangers, 
apply for a job, or have an im- 
portant dinner party scheduled. 


If you have been elected to an 
office in your club or appointed 
head of a committee, you will do 
your job better and enjoy it 
more if you conquer your stage 
fright.' The poise you. acquire in 
so doing will be a great asset 
to your social life, no matter 
where you live or on what scale. 

At the outset, remember this: 
A little nervousness is both nat- 
ural and good. It puts you on 
your toes mentally, animates your 
face and increases the force of 
your voice. Your goal should not 
be to overcome entirely the feel- 
ing of excitement that seems to 
grow inside you as the moment 
approaches for you to face your 
audience. Only the fear that par- 
alyzes you is the kind that you 
should learn to tame and control. 

1. Start with a sincere, deep- 
down desire to overcome your fear 
and lack of confidence. Unless 


you really want to develop self- 
confidnce on the speaker’s plat- 
form, you'll never succeed in de- 
veloping the poise you do want. 

2. Before you arise to face your 
group or audience, know what 
you are going to talk about. Know 
it so well that you’ll never forget 
it. Instead of memorizing words 
and sentences, memorize - only 
facts and ideas; then a lapse of 
memory is something you need 
not fear. 

3. Pretend that you are com- 
pletely at ease, even if your knees 
are shaking. It’s a fact that if 
people think you are poised, you 
will really begin to feel confi- 
dent, and confidence is the source 
of poise. 

4. Remember that your audi- 
ence wants you to succeed. Peo- 
ple are not expecting or looking 
forward to your failure. They’]l 
be rooting for you all the way!

this case. With no wild card in 
your hand, you still need @ 
matching pair to take the pre- 
vious discard. 


Of course, your meld would un- 
freeze the pack for your partner 
too, and no doubt he has a wild 
card; but experience teaches us 
that it is unwise to reduce the 
number of cards in your hand 
merely to help partner’s hand. 
An initial meld of 50 is not hard 
to make, and probably partner 
can make it for himself if he 
needs to. 


Question: Is it necessary to 
complete a canasta in order to 
receive credit for red threes, or 
will any meld validate them. 


Answer: Any meld is sufficient 
for them to be counted plus, if 
your game is being played under 
official Canasta rules. Some 
games however, do play a table 
rule that all melds count against 
a side that has not been able to 
complete a canasta.

Crack, off hard outside shell, 
peel off brown inside covering of 
coconut and shave into thin flakes 
(we used a potato slicer). Toast 
on a baking sheet in broiler until 
golden and dry. Makes about 
one and one-half cups. 

Cook corn syrup, vinegar and 
butter or margarine over a mode 
erate heat until a drop of syrup, 
tested in cold water, cracks (290F 
on candy thermometer). 

Remove from stove, stir in 
toasted coconut or peanuts and 
vanilla extract and spread thin on 
a buttered baking sheet. Break 
into pieces when brittle is cold 
and hard.

He 'Froze Up' as College Student, Concentrated Lifetime of Fear Into a Single Moment

Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen, whose wis- 
dom is enriched by a warm sense 
of humor. It happened during 
the early stages of her conversion 
to Catholicism—the Monsignor 
was _ her instructions. He 
recalls: 


“I talked to her for about 10 
minutes, and her first remark to 
me was, ‘I haven’t heard one word 
of what you have said—I’ve just 
been listening to the sound of 
your voice.’ 

“‘If it’s such a good voice,’ I 

said, ‘why can’t I sing?’ 

“*Ever tried?’ 

_““*What priest hasn’t tried to 
sing?’ And then she asked my 
favorite opera and my favorite 
aria and when I told her, we tried 
it together. The Connecticut hills 
echoed to the sound of our voices

Today, at 55, Msgr. Sheen, 
whose weekly column appears in 
the Post-Dispatch, is national di- 
rector of the Society for the Prop- 
agation of the Faith; his office- 
home in New York’s East Thirties 
is the headquarters for collection 
of funds for missionary work 
throughout the world. He gets 
great personal satisfaction from 
the conversiom of humble people 
~—he has become famous for the 
conversion of famous people, rang- 
ing from Clare Booth Luce and 
Henry Ford II, to Louis Budenz, 
one-time editor-in-chief of the 
Communist Daily Worker. 

“May I correct you, please,” he 
says.

during the period of the Spanish 
Civil War, when the editor of the 
Daily Worker lashed out at Msgr.

“**T don’t want to talk about the 
Soviet Constitution,’ I said, ‘I 
want to talk about your soul.’ We 
talked, and a friend very close 
to him told me later that he came 


home in a fury ... which was 
nothing but self-accusation. I 
knew he would come back. 

“Eight years later, he wrote to 
me and said he wanted to see me. 
I said if it was about Communism, 
I was not interested, but if it was 
about his soul, I would see him 
immediately. It was about his 
soul, and he began to take in- 
struction in secret. 

“For two months, he lived in a 
hotel in New York under his 
wife’s maiden name—you see, if 
the party knew he was taking in- 
struction, he would have been ex- 
pelled and his renunciation would 
have lost its entire effect. 

“The secret was so well kept 
that on the day he was received 
into the church, his name ap- 
peared on the masthead of the 
Daily Worker as editor-in-chief!”

GROUP of duplicate players 
got into quite a discussion 
over whether or not three no- 

trump could be made by South 

in the following deal. 


South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


_ At almost every table South 
reached three no-trump by more 
or less routine bidding, and in 
no case was the contract defeat- 
ed. One disgruntled West, how- 
ever, voiced the opinion that the 
contract could have been beaten 
by perfect defense, and, promptly 
challenged by the other erstwhile 
defenders, proved his point as 
follows: 


Suppose West opens his only 
four-card suit, spades—although 
any other lead except a diamond 
would be equally safe, assuming 
proper subsequent defense. De- 
clarer can do no. better than to 
win the trick in the closed hand 
and take the club finesse. East's 
immediate return is of no gre&tt 
consequence (as long as he avoids 
a heart return)—suppose further 
that he leads back a spade. De- 
clarer wins and cashes the club 
ace, then, as his only chance for 
the ninth trick, leads a_ heart 
from dummy. 


Now the crucial point has 
arrived, and East must be on his 
toes. If he plays low, South is 
as good as home; but if East is 
alert he will put up the heart 
king and shift to a low diamond. 
This shift, from the East posi- 
tion, is the “fixer.” 


If South puts up the diamond 
ace, he must lose two diamond 
tricks as soon as he leads another 
heart; and if he plays his dia- 
mond jack now, West wins and 
returns a diamond which East 
ducks. Thus, try as he may, de- 
clarer cannot fail to give up two 
heart tricks, two diamonds and 
the king of clubs. 


* Admittedly, this defense is verv 
difficult for East-West to find on 
a non-double-dummy basis, since 
the vital diamond leads seem 
dangerous in the light of dum- 
my’s long,suit.
